THE UNFORTUNATTE SITUATWN surrounding 
the Installstloo of the new *No-Psrldn^ 4-6;30pm* 
signs on O St. reveals the need for action on the 
part of both the administration and the Student 
Council Cmnmuter Comfiittee. 

First, tha adminlstratlao should effect liaison 
with the Highway D^artment so that adtenerer In- 
vestigations or chants are contemplated that affect 
QW’s Interest, as these signs surely do, the Uni- 
versity will have fordmowledge and, bc^iefully, a 
voice. 

By consultation with the Student Council Com- 
muter Committee the administration could ascer- 
tain student viewpoints with respect to traffic 
changes and could submit these, along with their 
own proposals, to the Highway D^artment before 
orders are Issued. Since such orders are not 
appealable, this prior Involvement is essential to 
tte welfare of our cangius. 

Secondly, the very least that both the administra- 
tion and Commuter Committee can do is td scan the 
official notices in' our local piqpers and read the 
weekly digests they 4re already receiving so that 
the University wiU not be caught unaware, asJt 
was last week, and can give advance notice to the 
students through the Hatchet or other publicity 
media.
